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NO EX TERRITORIAL FORCE. 

Laws declaring à person ineligible to hoid office 
because of convictions for crime must be construed 
with reference to the criminal code of the State or 
nation where such laws cxist. 

Prior to the enactment of certain laws allowing 
every person to be a witness, no one could testify 
who had been declared by law to be a felon; bat 
this prohibition did not extend beyond the limits 
of the State where such person had been declared by 
law to be a felon. So a conviction making 
a person ineligible to hold office in a State must be 
a conviction for the violation of a law of such State 
or the common law enforced therein.

THE EFFECT OF THE WAR. 

There seems to be a very geucral impres- 
sion that a European war means unlimited 
prosperity to this country, and people as a 
rule are looking forward to a very carnival of 
good times, in which every one who has any- 
thing to sell will command the highest prices, 
gold will be abundant, farmers will be as in- 
dependent as Princes, and manufacturers 
will be Cnassuses. This is the obverse view; 
but there is a reverse also, contingent upon 
the necessity of eating and drinking and the 
wearing of clothes. If we were not com- 
pelled to be consumers, nolens vviens, and if 
we did not owe Europe a heavy debt in 
bonds and stocks of every description, we 
might with confidence look forward to & 
commercial paradise which now seems to 
be located somewhere in Utopia. 

If the war becomes general or lasts for any 
time, there is no doubt that the United States 
will be called upon for an increased amount 
of her production. Nations cannot fight 
without food any more than they can with- 
out arms, and, considering the strength of 
the Turkish ficet, it is beyond question that 
the ports which are in the habit of supplying 
over 40,000,000 bushels of grain annually to 
Europe will be closed, and in addition to 
this there will be a call for manufactured ar- 
ticles and material of war. The circum- 
stances are widely different from those which 
existed at the time of the Franco-German 
war. France was not a competitor of ours 
in any market for anything we had to sell ; 
neither was Germany. Russia, however, is. 
She is our most formable competitor in 
breadstuffs, salt meats, hides, hemp, tallow, 
and other articles of commerce, but par- 
ticularly our competitor in wheat, oats, 
and barley. Turkey also is a consid- 
erable exporter of grain. No matter 
what regulations may be adopted, it will 
be an extremely difficult matter for Russia to 
get her breadstuffs to Great Britain, unless 
she has control of Constantinople. If the 
Turkish fleet blockades Odessa, which is the 
Chicago of Europe, and the fleet is strong 
enough to do it, what outlet has Russia, or 
what prospect is there that English ships 
will be allowed to goin and fillup? In this 
condition of things, there must be a disturb- 
ance in the bread market, and that disturb- 
ance has already commenced. Prices have 
already been run up, and they will tend to 
keep up more stiffly than during the Franco- 
German war, but it is an open question 
whether speculators have not already dis- 
counted the advance. Whatever effect the 
war may have upon prices, have they not 
already pushed prices beyond the natural 
point they would reach? Our bonds may 
fall a tittle because, war creates a demand for 
money, and those holding them will realize 
upon them for other investments, European 
bonds being largely unsalable, and gold 
will temporarily rise and then fall again. 

There is another side to the picture. Every

Russia and Turkey caunot maintain 
a long campaign without bringing a certain 
amount of disaster into every family in the 
United States. Every man's pocketbook will be 
called upon to contribute something towards 
the liberation of the Sclave, and thé poor 
man's pocketbook will suffer to a large ex- 
tent.

From still another point of view, it is dis- 
couraging that, just at the time when we are 
recovering from the panic and business is 
settling down to a healthy basis, we are like- 
ly to get in a flurry and strike another spec- 
ulative era. It is not likely, however, to 
have a permanent effect, in this country 
at least, where the financial results are 
more likely to be in our favor. The 
flurry will probably be temporary. The

Priority of Liens in a Bankrupt’s 
Estate. 


Hints for Dictionsry-Makers Found in a Bill for 


Diverce. 


Record of Judgments and New Suite— 
Cases in Bankruptcy. 


Judge Blodgett yesterday rendered a decision in 
the case of William T. Eagan, Assignee, vs. A. 
H. Burley and others, judgment creditors of 
Cregier, Clarke & Co., which involved a legal 
question of some importance. 

April 10, 1876, Cregier, Clarke & So., made 
a voluntary assignment to Harry Duvall for the 
benefit of their creditors, without preference, ex- 
cept tbat debta for labor were to be paid in full, 
with consent of the creditors. The next morning, 
Duvall took poseession of
